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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Markowicz in view of Pick 3 Virginia Lottery. 

The patent to Markowicz discloses a prize pool for a lotto game played among a 
plurality of member lotteries. The plurality of member lotteries are from diverse groups, 
various state lotteries, "State A", "State B", "State C", etc, col. 4, lines 1-25. Markowicz 
comprises a system of prize levels including a jackpot prize, col. 2, lines 66-68, and a 
subordinate prize level, col. 3, lines 1-2. A first member lottery is a state lottery, and a 
second member lottery is a national lottery, col. 4, line 26 to col. 5, line 63. Fig. 3 shows 
a system in which the network lottery computer (e.g. national lottery computer) 
communicates with the state computers 22. Thus, all member lotteries are eligible for 
the national lottery jackpot prize, col. 5, lines 38-63. The first member lottery (state 
lottery) awards subordinate prizes on a pari-mutuel basis, col. 4, lines 21-23. The 
second member lottery (national lottery) awards subordinate prizes on a pari-mutuel 
basis, see table of Fig. 5, and col. 5, lines 29-32. Note, the subordinate prizes are fixed 
percentage of the pool, Fig. 5. 
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Pick 3 Virginia Lottery teaches that it is known in first member lotteries (state 
lotteries) to award subordinate prizes having a pre-determined fixed monetary value 
(e.g. "Exact Order" Prize $500, "Any Order" Prize $80). Fixed monetary value awards 
are well known in state lotteries. In view of such teaching, it would have been obvious 
to modify Markowicz lotto game by providing fixed monetary value awards to the first 
member lotteries (state lotteries). This modification would have been a state lottery 
organization business decision which is always obvious in the art.
